The bandits 
esenped to the International Scitle- 
ment, opening fire on municipal 
police. A rickshaw coolie was kiled 
and one Chinese bystander wounded. 


Six of the terrorists were wounded 
and the pollee confiscated two Mauser 
pistols and three hand grenades aftcr 
the terrorists had opened fire on the 
police and a taxi four minutes after 
thicy had killed one and wounded 
two Chinese workers on the printing 
plant of the Sino-American news- 
paper Daily News.

Is the fact that he has more than 
onee stood up in parliament and open- 
ly opposed the all-powerful Japanese 
army—ind lived, 

His demand for Japanese neutral- 
ity In the event of nnother world war 
was, in Itself, a none-too-gentle slap 
on the army wrist. The article was 
written while the government was 
embrolled in: the question of jolning 
the Halo-German military alliance. 


Radical quurters of the army were 
unequivecably in favour of joining. 
The navy, the business interests, and 
the liberals were opposed, 

It would be an “utter absurdity,” 
Ozaki wrote, for Jupan to become 
involved in war, through adhesion to 
the military alliance, 

The United States looms large on 
the horizon whenever a Japanese 
contemplates his nation's relations 
with Italy and Germany, Ozalkd's 
article refected the prevailing Japa- 
nese view that the United States will 
alinn ftself with France and Eng- 
land, If war comes, 


Axis Offers Nothing 


"Granting that -the two Powers 
(Britain and Americu) cannot afford 
to send their entire naval force to 
the Far East, yet Japan would have 
to pay dearly for annihilating their 
ficets, perhaps-ecven at the cost of 
fatally crippling her own. :

“Japan would gain enormous pro- 
fits. In all probability, there would 
be ti recurrence, of much greater in- 
tensity, of what happened during the 
world war. At that time, Japan's 
national wealth Jumped from less 
than Y30,000,000,000 to more than 
'Y100,000,000,000, . 

“The European Powers would have 
no course other than to come to 
Japan for materials and supplics. 
Almost immedintely, Japan would 
restore to her coffers all, and more, 
than she hos spent on the Chinn 
campaign.” .

'Why Missionaries Had 


To Leave Their Homes 


PEIPING, July 6. 

I SPOKE recently .to some of 
the British missionaries who 
passed through here on their 
way to Peitaiho after being 
driven out of Shansi by. the 
Japanese,

For obvious reasons it is not ad- 
visuble to give their names or the 
pluces where this happened: But, 
although the details varied slightly 
in different places, the technique and 
general method ‘were very much the 
same: intimidation and a kind of 
whispering ‘campaign, rather than 
actual mob violence, 

The movement, too, was obviously 
entirely artificial. and quite definitely 
vot up at Japanese instigation, This 
was confirmed by conversations the 
victims had with some of the Chinese 
police sent to “proiect” them and 
with members of the general public 
who had the courage to speak to them 
on the streets. All said that “they 
could not help themselves" and were 
forced to adopt this attitude under 
dapanese threats. Indeed, several 
such citizens, who were noticed talk- 
ing to” the ' misslonuries, were 
afterwards summoned to the Japan- 
ese ‘gendararmerie headquarters and 
minutely questioned ns to what they 
had been saying to the foreigner. 

Police’ Dressed As Coolics 

The so-called crowds of 'tdemon- 
strators” that rushed the various 
mission compounds—not more than 40 
or so in uny case—cons’sted chictly 
of Chinese policemen dressed up as 
coolies, with oa few extra fnred 


scally-wags picked olf the streets. In{ 


one case two Japaness were definitely 
recognized among the demonstrators. 
These “mobs” broke into the misslon 
premises ostensibly for the purpose 
of searching for compromising cor- 
respondence wilh the guerillas und 
for arms, neither of which, necdless 
fo say, were ever found. But they 
also took the opportunity of duing a 
litle personal looting, on thelr own, 
in the way of any loose eash, small 
Kniek-knacks, und useful -articles, 
such as electric. torches und clocks. 
(Why a mob of demonstrators should 
conduct this kind of scarech, and not 
official persons, Is not explalned.) No 
actual personal violence was offercd, 
though at.ttmes the temper of the 
Invaders was Inclined to be nasty, 
When these “demonstrators”. . had 


‘tcompleted thelr work, police guards

SHE extent of Japan's plot

It is a cunning piece of sectional 
aggression against the democratic 
Powers. But neither the United 
States nor France can have any

British Rendiness 


BRITONS aro always glad to 
hear from Lord Chatfield, or 
siny other authoritative spokesman, 
assurances that rearmament_ is 
making good ‘progress. The De- 
fonce Minister's announcement 
that “We ure well on our way to 
achieve our aim of being more 
ready for war In peace time than 
we havo ever been,” has beon 
recolved with various expressions 
of satisfaction. But, taken liter- 
ally, what docs it amount to? Not 
‘much, one is bound to confess. 
Tho unpreparedness with which

Anyhow, the - giant Russian. 
Empire with roughly 150 million 
inhabitants could only boast of 
2650: sports clubs, in which no 
more than 30,000 athletes. were 
organised. The - terribly poor 
peasants and populace were un- 
educated and kept in the dark. 
Sport was a domain entirely re- 
served for the well-to-do, of 
which the masses knew Iiterally 
nothing. Even among the 
wealthy there was hardly a 
great desire for’ this - pastime 
upart from riding, shooting, 
fencing and a little tennis. 


& 


Not until after the war, 
or more precisely after 
the topsy-turvy years of the 
revolution, did Russian sport be- 
gin to boom,and to grow at a 
more astonishing pace than clse- 
where. In 1928 Russia mustered 
759,000 sportsmen. . 
Two years later sport became 
a mass movement—by order of 
‘the Government. The Supreme 
Council declared physical cul- 
ture as an affair of the State of 
the first magnitude. Suddenly 
progress became amazing. , 
At this time the trade unions 
comprised avout 16,000 small 
sport circles, but in'1934 they 
counted 30,000 clubs to compare 
favourably with the: 30,000 in- 
dividual athletes of | pre-war 
Russia, and Antipoff, the then 
President of the Supreme Coun- 
cil for Physical Culture, proudly 
announced that the Soviet 
Union boasted of six million 
organised athletes _ of both 
sexes, a number almost doubled 
by now. 7

. to ground in a motor horse-box, 
“while he himself comes and foes 
between his office in New York and 
his -game_of_polo._It__need_not be 
thought that the ordinary American 
pleyer Is merely a rich man enjoying 
himself.

OBITUARY 


FORMER BISHOP 
OF CHEKLANG 


LONDON, July 24.
